The  Expences  of  S*.  [  .  .  .  ]  Redoubt  are  very  large  far  beyond  what 
Re[  .  .  .  ]  Mr.  [  .  .  .  ]ers  are  white,  which  we  shall  want  immedi- 
ately for  the  [W]arwicks  Dispatch. 

The  Accounts  you  have  sent  us  of  Account  Current  Mahomed  AUee  are  so 
imperfect  that  we  are  quite  in  the  Dark  in  the  Paymasters  We  remark  several 
Bills  drawn  by  Cap*.  Kilpatrick  for  Pagodas  Eight  thousand  and  upwards, 
but  it  does  not  appear  how  this  Money  is  disbursed,  write  to  him  immediately 
for  the  particulars,  and  in  future  when  he  draws  a  Bill  He  must  at  the  same 
time  acquaint  you  what  it  is  for.

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Him,  We  therefore  Permit  you  to  inlist  as  many  of  them  as  possible,  Offering 
them  a  suitable  Encouragement  and  passing  the  Expence  to  the  Acco*.  Nabob. 
Mahomed  Allee,  these  with  the  other  Forces  in  the  field  must  be  put  under  the 
[Commjand  of  Cap*.  Clive,  and  as  we  are  in  hopes  the  reinforce  [from  Ben]- 
gall  [will  s]oon  be  with  you  He  will  then  have  [     •     •     •     ]  them.

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We  approve  of  your  appointing  M"".  George  Stratton  as  Clerk  of  the 
Market. 

The  President  has  received  a  Letter  from  Cap*.  Clive  advising  of  his 
having  engag'd  and  defeated  Ruzza  Allee  Cawn  near  Covereepauk.  He  is 
master  of  their  Cannon  and  ammunition  and  so  many  having  been  killed  and 
taken  Prisoners  that  we  imagine  it  must  disconcert  their  plan  so  much  as 
render  them  Incapable  of  taking  the  Field  soon,  &  as  Conjeveram  is  in  Mahomed 
Alices  possession,  this  is  a  proper  time  to  send  capable  People  on  the  survey 
of  the  Poonamalee  Country  that  we  may  thereby  be  enabled  to  Judge  what 
damage  it  has  sustained. 

The  Moors  are  ever  averse  to  paying  Money  this  is  the  Case  in  regard  to 
the  Tripoty  Revenue  which  by  Knavish  Shenavass  Acherloo  has  so  long  detained, 
inclosed  is  a  Letter  from  the  Nabob  to  Sampetrow  on  this  Subject  if  fair  means 
are  fruitless  compulsion  must  be  made  use  of. 

We  now  send  You  a  supply  of  Rupees  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  which  with 
what  may  be  paid  in  Account  Broad  Cloth  will  we  hope  serve  your  purposes 
till  the  Arrival  of  the  Europe  Ships. 

Lead  bearing  a  tolerable  price  you  will  put  up  to  sale  three  hundred  Can- 
dies and  send  us  as  soon  as  possible  fifty  Candies. 

Having  appointed  M^.  James  Wilson  Surgeon  at  Vizagapatam  He  will 
proceed  there  on  this  Sloop.

Advices  from  Bombay  mention  that  the  Shaf tsbury  had  proceeded  to  Telli- 
cherry  to  be  dispatched  Home ;  This  Place  as  well  as  Surat  continue  in  Trouble. 
Letters  from  Anjengo  of  the  ISti^.  Ultimo  advice  that  our  Honble  Masters 
Ship  the  Stretliam  from  England  the  26th.  May,  in  company  with  the  Wager 
and  Prince  George  were  to  sail  from  Tellicherry  to  Bombay  the  latter  end  of 
January,  That  the  Escourt  &  Prince  Henry  were  expected,  that  the  former 
would  be  dispatched  from  Anjengo,  but  it  was  uncertain  whether  they  should 
be  able  to  load  the  latter. 

Sloop  Porto  Bello  is  arrived  from  the  Eastward,  being  in  a  very  bad  condi^ 
tion  we  design  to  send  her  to  Pegue  to  Refit  and  return  her  to  you  in  September.

and  that  in  a  reasonable  time,  we  are  not  against  their  continuing  their  Effects 
in  the  white  Town  till  affairs  are  in  a  more  settled  State. 

We  hope  eer  [sic]  this  Chunam  is  removed  from  the  Portugueze  Church, 
and  that  you  have  begun  to  put  in  Execution  our  Honble  Masters  Orders  for 
demolishing  it.  This  proceeding  we  imagine  will  greatly  Alarm  all  who  are  of 
the  romish  persuasion  and  incline  them  to  believe  it  a  preparitive  to  the  entirely 
abolishing  that  Religion  which  we  do  not  conceive  to  be  the  case  but  that  they 
may  have  the  free  exercise  of  it  at  the  several  churches  in  the  Pettahs  &  without 
the  Town  &  this  may  be  insinuated  to  them.

We  dispatch' d  two  days  since  by  Cattamarans  the  Sparrs  Captain  Main- 
waring  wrote  for  of  which  Inclosed  in  Invoice,  the  Several  Stores  You  have 
Indented  for  shaU  be  forwarded  to  you  by  the  first  opportunity.  As  Captain 
Mainwaring  Seems  apprehensive  that  the  Bengali  Packet  has  receiv'd  damage, 
let  it  be  landed  and  open  the  [Bales]  but  not  the  Letter  until  you  hear  further 
fram  Us. 

Th[  ]ay  be  at  Some  Certainty  whether  [the  ]  Colchester  will  be 

able  [to  procjeed  to  the  Europe  this  Season  or  no[t]  it  necessary  You  should 
send  for  Cap*.  Mainwaring  let  you  know  [  ]  [when  his  Ship  will  be 

in  readiness  to  receive  on  board  a  cargo  for  Europe] . 

Altho  You  tell  us  it  is  a  Task  out  of  your  Power  to  draw  out  the  Nabob's 
Account  as  you  are  Utter  Strangers  to  all  that  past  before  the  l^*.  of  May  last 
&  that  all  the  Books  during  the  presidency's  being  at  S*.  David  were  sent 
up  here.  We  are  acquainted  by  our  Accomptant  We  must  still  depend  upon 
You  for  what  pass'd  relating  thereto  in  the  Year  1750  to  April  1751  and  that 
by  directing  your  Military  Storekeeper  to  Examine  his  Books  for  that  time 
(which  with  very  little  trouble  might  have  been  known  before)  He  will  find  the 
particulars  of  Mahomud  Ally's  Accoimt  under  the  Head  of  Expedition  to 
Tritchenopoly. 

That  the  Seapoys  may  be  Encourag'd  to  Engage  with  Us  when  We  have 
occasion  for  them.  We  think  Some  Allowance  should  be  made  the  Children  of 
those  that  have  been  kill'd  in  the  Service  &  you  will  accordingly  Give  them 
Some  trifles,  monthly  Gratification. 
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Inclos'd  are  two  Bills  of  Exchange  for  Rupees  on  Arnachelum  Chitty,  & 
Boocunjee's  Gomastah  at  Cuddalore  which  we  hope  will  be  Sufficient  to  answer 
your  Occasions  for  sometime.

March 
relating  to  Him,  and  shall  (.ai  Receipt  of  his  Answer  forward  a  Copy  of  it  to 
your  Honour  &q,'^.  By  the  Dtcease  of  the  Rev<^.  M^.  Colefax  here  We  have  like- 
wise a  Vacancy  for  him  if  He  chuses  it. 

We  are  much  oblig'd  to  your  Honour  &c^.  for  your  Intentions  of  Supplying 
Us  with  Gunpowder  by  the  Sloops  building  for  Bengali  and  must  request  you 
will  continue  to  do  it  by  all  Opportunities  our  Expence  of  it  being  so  great  that 
without  j^ou  Assist  Us  plentifully  We  have  Reason  to  apprehend  a  want  of  it. 

It  is  with  Concern  We  have  to  acquaint  you  of  a  very  Severe  Storm  that 
happen'd  here  the  31***.  October  at  night,  There  were  then  lying  in  the  Road  the 
Colchester  near  loaded  for  Europe  (having  upwards  of  1400  Bales  on  board)  the 
Delawar  and  Brilliant  Snow  bound  the  next  day  for  Bencoolen.  all  belonging 
to  the  Honble  Company,  and  Some  Country  Ships  &  Vessells,  which  were  all 
drove  to  [sea]  and  We  have  yet  News  of  only  the  Colchester  who  the  7ti\  Ultimo

As  no  Wrecks  have  been  seen  upon  the  shore  and  the  Wind  for  some  Hours 
directly  off  the  Land  We  are  not  without  Expectations  the  other  Vessells  are 
Safe  Either  at  Zeloan  or  the  Eastward. 

We  cant  with  any  certainty  say  whether  We  shall  have  any  Tonnage  on 
hand  till  We  receive  advice  from  Bengali  in  what  manner  the  Gentlemen  there 
design  to  dispose  of  the  shipping  when  We  shall  immediately  acquaint  the  Chief 
and  Factors  at  Tellicherry.
